New and Recent Introductions 


Introduction of new varieties of Carnations is necessary even if they are not always a 
great improvement on the variety they are meant to replace. The reason is simply that 
vegetative reproduction is necessary as Carnations will not come true from seed. After 
propagating by cuttings for a number of years a variety deteriorates. Some last longer 
than others, but sooner or later they must be replaced, therefore, new varieties must be 
introduced year after year if we are to maintain the present standard. 


BEUERLEIN’S CRIMSON. A new and outstanding crimson variety. The color and form 
are the same as Woburn, but the flowers are not quite as large. The variety is much 
earlier and freer than Woburn. The quality of the flowers is high, the calyx never splits, 
the stems are long, and the keeping quality is excellent.
